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Canal Zone Airborne Units 
OF WWII

In the years between the two World 
Wars, members of the United States 
military attended a number of Euro- 
pean military exercises, observing 
technology advances in airborne 
forces operations. These exercises 
included airlanded, glider and para- 
chute units. The observers would re- 
turn to Georgia where the United 
States was conducting its own experi- 
ments that would lead to organiza- 
tions, policies and doctrines related 
to the formation of American airborne 
elements. 

As with any other organizational 
change, the formation of airborne 
units created a control battle between 
the Army Ground Forces Headquar- 
ters and the new Army Air Corps 
(AAC). The AAC argued they should 
manage all forces delivered by air. In 
this case, the Ground Forces pre- 
vailed and retained control since all 
airborne units would fight as infan- 
try once delivered to a landing zone. 

When discussing World War I mili- 
tary information, it is important not 
to assume that current military con- 
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cepts and terminology remain the 
same over the years. In this article 
for example, the term “airborne 
forces” in WWII was as new as the 
concepts of air delivery, vertical in- 
sertion or many air operations terms 
themselves. Using WWII definitions 
all US Army personnel today would 
be considered airborne forces because 
battlefield air mobility, air lift for 
force projection on a global basis or 
helicopter operations could not be 
foreseen. It would be hard to find a 
modern soldier who has not been air- 
lifted and one would be hard pressed 
to identify a soldier who has not 
moved by helicopter. 

Prior to US entry into WWII, 
Germany’s exercises and later blitzes 
of European neighbors in May 1940 
using armored and airborne combi- 
nations of forces spurred the US de- 
cisions about the airborne. On 16 
September 1940, the 501" Parachute 
Infantry Battalion (PIB) was formed 
as the first American parachute unit 
and began training at Ft Benning, 
Georgia. Because of a lack of airborne- 
configured transport aircraft (prior- 
ity was for fighter and bomber planes) 
the 501" remained the only airborne 
unit for over a year. A Company of

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The Canal Zone Study Group Bylaws 
Revision of The Canal Zone Study Group Bylaws 


The Bylaws for the Canal Zone Study Group was published in the Canal Zone Philatelist No. 9, 4th qt. 1968. These 
bylaws were ratified on December 10, 1968 by an overwhelming majority of the votes cast. 

It is apparent the CZSG Bylaws have done their job well as only a few sections have been changed throughout the 
years - Article V, Section 7 which was revised to simplify the accounting procedure (CZP 28, 3rd qt. 1973), Article II, 
Section 7 which details rules for formation of CZSG chapters (CZP 20, 3rd qt. 1971); and Article IX, Section 1 which 
provides for disposition of assets under section 501 (¢) (3) af the Internal Revenue Code (CZP 32, 3rd qt. 1974). 

This year we are asking our members to approve two changes to the Bylaws; The first is to make the annual dues of 
membership and contributing membership flexible. As the Bylaws are written today, the CZSG has to change the 
Bylaws through an election anytime a dues increase is necessary. The present Bylaws define the annual membership 
dues to be the same as it was in 1968, $5, although it has been $8 for some time. This revision will let the Executive 
Committee change these rates without having to change the Bylaws. This revision is made in Article II, Section 3 and 
Article VII, Section 3. 

The second change is to allow the President to appoint an officer of the CZSG, as a Mail Sale Manager, and for the 
Sale Manager to be granted permission to open a bank account for the Mail Sale in the name of the CZSG. In the past, 
our Sale Managers would usually open an account under their own names. It has been pointed out to us that if the Sale 
funds were in the name of the Manager then the Manager could be audited by the IRS. Likewise if something should 
happen to the Manager, for example death, divorce or bankruptcy, before all of the sellers had been paid, the funds 
could be frozen or could be attached by a 3rd party to the detriment of the CZSG. The changes in Article VII reflect the 
need for the Sale Manager to be able to open a CZSG Mail Sale account. 

Article VII will now not only cover Publications but also Mail Sales. Section 4 outlines the reasons that we have a Mail 
Sale and that the President, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors, will appoint the Manager. The Manager 
will also be an Officer of the CZSG, Section 5 authorizes the Sale Manager to open a bank account in the name of the 
CZSG to receive and disburse funds, 

The revised Bylaws are show below with the revisions in bolded and the parts modified “crossed out”

CZSG Bylaws 


Article [- Name and Purpose 
Section 1. The organization shall be called the Canal Zone Study Group; hereafter referred to as CZSG. 
Section 2. The organization shall promote the collecting and study of philately and postal histary of the Canal Zone and the Isthmus of Panama, 
including relevant aspects of interoceanic transport and communications. 


Article N — Membership 
Section 1. Membership shall be open to any person of good character presenting satisfactory references subject to rules and regulations established 
by the Executive Committee. Members in good standing upon the adoption of these Bylaws are automatically continued as such. 

Section 2. Membership is not transferable. 

Section 3. Annual dues for regular members shall be $teviet-oracalendar year basis at the rate determined by the Executive Committee. 
Any member paying annual dues $46 at an additional rate, determined by the Executive Committee, or more shall be listed as a Contributing 
member, Members in arrears shall be dropped from the rolls after 90 days. Resignations shall be accepted but no refund of dnes will be made. 

Section 4. Reinstatement applications shall be aceepted and the original membership number reassigned provided all dues in arrears are paid from 
the time membership was allowed to terminate. 

Section 5. Membership is subject to termination by the Executive Committee upon good cause being shown. Such action will follow a proper 
showing of unsatisfactory relations with other philatelists, failure to answer official correspondence failure to maintain a credit standing and similar 
activities reflecting adversely on the stature of the other members and on the organization itself. Any member expelled from membership may file 
with the Secretary within 30 days a notice of appeal te the Board- of Directors whose decision shall be final. 

Section 6. Honorary membership, without payment of dues, may be granted by the Board of Directors subject to conditions and privileges estab- 
lished by the Board. 

Section 7. Groupe of at least five members in good standing may form a chapter, For official acceptance the Secretary shall be notified of the name, 
if any, together with meeting dates, and a list of members. 

Ifthe required minimum number of members has been met the Secretary shall assign a chapter number in chronological order, beginning with one, 
and notify the new chapter accordingly. Each chapter shall advise the Secretary of their membership as of January 1st of cach year and if they fail 
to do so, or their membership falls below five for at least a year, thoy shall be stricken from the chapter Het. 


Article ITI ~ Meetings 
Section 1. Formal annual business meetings are not established. All official business of the CZSC will be conducted in accordance with these 
Bylaws by the Executive Committee or Board of Directors, as appropriate. A mail ballot shall be taken when the approval of the membership is 
required. 


Article IV - Officers 


Section 1. The officers shall consist of a President, Vice President. Secretary. Treasurer, and three Directors-at-large, who shall collectively com- 
prise the Roard of Directors, each serving without salary. 
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Section 2. Members, of the Board of Directors shall hold office for a two-year period starting January 1 of each year ending with an even number. 
Section 3. Vacancies in any of the elective offices (by resignation, disability, death, etc.) may be temporarily filled by the Executive Committee until 
the next regular election is held and the duly elected successors take office on the appropriate January 1 following. 


Article V — Duties of Officers 

Section 1. The President, Vice President. and the Secretary shall comprise an Executive Committee charged with the responsibility of handling the 
business affairs of the CZSG and shall take any action not otherwise provided for in these Bylaws, including the approval of expenditures and 
matters affecting the general well being of the CZSC. 

Section 2, The Board of Directors shall pass upon general policy matters as well as anything of an overall nature that may be referred to it by the 
Executive Committee. In turn, the Board may assign specific duties, not atherwise provided for, to the Executive Committee, 

Section 3. The Directors-at-large shall act as representatives of the CZSG and shall perform such duties as assigned to them by the President. 

Section 4, The President shall appoint such committees he deems necessary to develop the CZSG and to promote the assembly and publication of 
information. He shall take any needed executive action and otherwise act for the best interests of the CZSG. He shall call upon the Executive 
Committee, the Board of Directors, and the members at large for assistance in promoting the aims and purposes of the organization. 

Section 5. The Vice President shall act in the place of the President when necessary, including any specific designation by the President to do so. 

Section 6. The Secretary shall maintain the business office of the CZSG and shall handle all routine business, including the receipt and processing 
of membership applications. He shall act as secretary of all meetings of the Executive Committee and the Board of Directors and shall bring to their 
attention, or that of the President as appropriate, any matters on which action is necessary. The Secretary shall maintain the records of the CZSG, 
including but not limited to the membership lists and official minutes. 

Section 7. The Treasurer shall receive and account for all funds of the CZSG. He shall establish and maintain such checking and savings accounts 
as may be needed. 
The Treasurer may disburse funds of the CZSG, as its business may require or upon request of any other officer or of the editor or upon presentation 
af an invoice approved by one of them. If the Treasurer questions the propriety of any disbursement so authorized, he may submit the matter to the 
Executive Committee for approval. 


The Treasurer shall render an annual accounting for all funds, and his records shall be subject to audit whenever directed by the Executive Committee. 


Article VI - Elections 

Section 1. The election of officers shall be conducted by mail ballot with each member in good standing entitled to one vote. The member receiving 
the highest number of votes cast for each office shall be deemed elected, 

Section 2. At least 120 days before the end of his term of office, the President shall appoint a Nominating Committee. This committee shall submit 
the names of at least two nominees for each office, if possible, and must certify to the Secretary when transmitting the same that all nominees have 
agreed, to serve it elected. To assist the Nominating Committee, any qualified member may be placed in nomination by the signatures of at least ten 
(10) members in good standing providing such nomination reaches the committee on or before November 1 of the election year. 

Section 3. The Secretary shall prepare the official ballot and shall cause it to be mailed to each member in good standing not later than November 
15 of the election year. A Board of Elections appointed by the President shall tally the votes received on or before December 15 and shall certify the 
results to the Secretary who will duly announce the names of the new officers prior to their assumption of office on January of the even year 
following. 


Article VII — Publications AND MAIL SALES 

Section 1. The CZSG shall publish its own magazine. The Canal Zone Philatelist, which shall be sent to every member in good standing, The Editor 
of The Canal Zone Philatelist shall be appointed by the President, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors. 

Section 2. The CZSG shall publish or reprint such other material as is appropriate to ite mission, subject to approval by the Executive Committee. 

Section 3. All publications of the CZSG, including back issues of The Canal Zone Philatelist, shall be offered for sale by the Secretary at prices 
established by the Executive Committee. Libraries and othera who cannot qualify as members, such as organizations and corporations, may sub- 
scribe to The Canal Zone Philatelist at the rate determined by the Executive Committee, Members may obtain a second copy of the magazine at 
the rate determined by the Executive Committee. 

Section 4. The CZSG shall hold periodic mail sales of Canal Zone philatelic and related material to make material available to 
members and others for research and educational purposes and to support the educational publications of the CZSG. The Sale 
Manager shall be appointed by the President, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors. The appointed Sale Manager shall 
be an officer of the CZSG but shall not be a member of the Executive Committee. 

Section 5. In order to conduct such mail sales, the Sale Manager is authorized to maintain a bank account in the name of the CZSG, 
to contract for services, and to receive and disburse funds. The accounts of the Sale Manager shall be subject to the review of the 
Treasurer and the Sale Manager shall provide periodic reports to the Treasurer and to the Board of Directors. 


Article VIN - Amendments 
Section 1. These Bylaws may be amended at any regular biennial election of the CZSG by a majority of the eligible votes cast. Proposed.changes 
shall be submitted in writing not later than July 1 of the election year to the Secretary, with justification therefore, over the signature of at least ten 
(10) members in good standing. The proposed change or changes must then be submitted by the Secretary for publication in the issne of The Canal 
Zone Philatelist immediately preceding the mailing of the ballots. This presentation should discuss the issues so that the membership may be fully 
informed. The ballot for amendment(s) shall accampany the ballot for officers with the Board of Elections certifying the results to the Secretary who 
in turn shall cause the official announcement to be published in the next issue of The Canal Zone Philatelist. 


Article IX — Disposition of Assets 
Section 1. Upon the dissolution of the CZSG, the Executive Committee shall, after paying or making provisions for the payment of all the liabilities of 
the CZSG, dispose of all of the assets of the CZSG exclusively for the purposes of the CZSG in such manner, or to such organization or organizations 
organized and operated exclusively for charitable, educational, or scientific purposes as shall at the time qualify as an exempt organization or organiza- 
tions under section 501(c\3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 (or the corresponding provision of any future United States Internal Revenue Law) 
as the Executive Committee shall determine.

the 501" PIB was sent to the Zone in 
June 1941 in order to provide para- 
chute support to the Panama Canal 
Department. Figure 1 shows a 1942 
censored cover from the 501* PIB sta- 
tioned at Howard Field/Ft Kobbe on 
the western side of the Canal. This 
made the 501" PIB both the first 
parachute unit formed and the first 
to serve outside the continental 
United States. 

In July 1941, the 550% Infantry Air- 
borne Battalion was organized at 
Howard Field in the Canal Zone. It 
was initially organized to be neither 
parachute nor glider trained but 
rather an air-landed infantry unit 
based on the German model that was 
employed during the air assault on 
Crete. By mid-1948 the 550" was 
redeployed to the United States for 
extensive glider training, and further 
redeployed to the European Theater. 
Figure 2 shows a 1941 uncensored 
cover of Headquarters Company of 
the 550° mailed from Howard in the 
Canal Zone. 

On 30 October 1942 the 501* PIB

minus “C” Company left Panama for 
Australia and combat in the Pacific. 
This means that covers of the 501st 
from the Canal Zone are not common. 

The 661" Parachute Infantry Bat- 
talion was activated on 1 November 
1942 in Panama. It replaced the 501" 
PIB (-), Following the fall of France 
to the Germans, there was a concern 
that the French island of Martinique 
might assist German U-boats in the 
Atlantic. Plans were drawn up for the 
551" to make a surprise attack on the 
island and seize it, however, the plan 
was cancelled based on rapidly chang- 
ing events. Figure 3 shows a cover of 
Headquarters Company of the 551" 
from APO 832 (Howard/Kobbe). It 
remained the major airborne unit in 
the Zone along with “C” Company of 
the 501" PIB. In August 1943, the 
551st was deployed to Camp Mackall, 
North Carolina where it trained to 
join the 501" PIB and the 509* PIB 
for intensive precombat maneuvers at 
an airborne training center in Sicily, 
preparatory to assault into Southern 
France. 

In the run-up to WWII, the US de- 
veloped defense plans, identified as 


miwani Pita 
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the Rainbow Plans, which gave top 
priority to protecting the Continen- 
tal United States, and then second 
protective priority to the Defense of 
the Panama Canal Area. Through- 
out the WWII period, there were only 
three airborne units assigned to de- 
fense of the Canal. They were as- 
signed to provide rapid deployment 
capability in defense of the Canal and 
mobile support to the Caribbean De- 
fense Command in its far-flung re- 
sponsibilities throughout the Latin 
American region, Their significance 
to postal history collectors lies prima- 
rily in their size and period of time in 
the Zone. A World War II airborne 
battalion was about 500 troopers and 
each of these units served in the Ca- 
nal Zone for a relatively short period 
of time. Though not rare, only 7 air- 
borne covers have turned up in our 
Canal] Zone postal history search. We 
are very interested in hearing from 
other collectors in this area. Please
